On April 1, tho Prk.« mailed to 
fifty citizens of the county the fol- 
lowing questions in a circular letter. 
Below we publish the responses re- 
ceived to date: 

Do you T)clievo it practicable, 
considering the wealth and condition 
of the county, to improve the public 
roads? 

Do you think the present system 

cf road working is the best and will 
ever lead to better roads than we 

now J* ave ; . . county clerk constitute a road 

What change in the present system r „ XI 

would you suggest, or what plan 
would you offer, that, in your 
judgement, would improve the 
roads. 

Knowing that you are interested 
in tho prosperity or the county, and 
believing that tho publication of 
you views would help to bring about 
a much needed improvement, I hope 
that you will tike time to answer 
these question*. An early reply 
will bo appreciated. 



In reply to your circular letter of 
March 30, I submit the following 
answers md suggestions: 

1, To your first question, I do 
think it practicable to improve the 
public roads. It is not practicable, 
I think, to make as good 
roadsas are found in more level 
countries, where the wealth is 
greater to the road mileage. 

2. I do not think the present 
system is best, but it may lead to 
hotter roads than we now have. 

It is my opinion that sufficient 
labor is bestowed on tho roads in 
Crittenden county to mako them 
gocd; but a great part of tho work is 
misdirected. The incompetency or 
indisposition of the surveyors, 
causes work to be put on the roads 
that do them little or no good, 
whereas, were the samo laoor 
properly directed, and tho proper 
implements used tho result would 
be good roads. How long would it 
take one of our farmers to summons 
his neighbors aud with them and 
Buch implements ns they may find 
about his premises, build a mile of 
railroad? Skill is just as neces 
siry in making our public roads. 

1 do not mean to say that a public 
road surveyor must have all the 
technical knowledge tint a roailroad 
engineer has. If he has such know- 
ledge, so much the better, but some 
engineering knowleigo skill and 
judgement, and sonio of tho farmers 
havj them and they are sometimes 
appointed surveyors. 

Now thej cretically, the proper 
plan of proccedure would be to work 
the roads by taxation and put a 
skillful engineer at the head of 
affairs; but a vote taken in this coun- 
ty several years since, demonstrates 
that taxation is not practicable. The 
most practical plan then is to put a 
skillful engineer over those who 
now do the work. Set a value on 
each days labor, say one dollar, 
make a limit to tho number of days 
a man is liable, and let it be option- 
al}' whether he pay tho dollar a day 
for the work required of him or do 
the work. If he pay tho engineer 
may work a substitute. 

The law should except no one who 
has the privilege of voting fiom 
road service and shall not require 
the service of those not voters. No 
class of people as physic : ans, teach- 
ers or ministers should be exempt 
from service. It is class legislation 
that does it, and it begets dissatis r ac- 
tion among those who do service. 

Our convention did well to re- 
move the disqualifying cUuse from 
ministers. It was just und right, 
and now the law should not excuse 
them or any other class, from road 
service. 

This is an out line of the plan 1 
would suggest, and which 1 think 
would result in better roads without 
increasing cost or labor. Respect- 
fully submitted, R, II.

1 think it entirely practicable and 
feasible to improve tho public roads 
of tho county, and believe their is 
no enterprise so much needed or 
would tend to increase tho c in- 
mcice and wealth ol the county and 
convenience of the public as good 
county roads. 

I don't think the prosent system 
the best or even a good one. Many 
years of observation and travel over 
the roacUol this county, have eon- 
viin cd mo that it is not a success- 
ful way of dta'ing with this vexed 
subject, loads to a successful solu- 
tion of i*. I favor working the 
public county roads by taxation, 
am in favor of a poll an advalorum 
tax for that special purpose. My 
plan would be to elect at somo stated 
election one road commissioner tor 
each noting precinct in the county. 
Let theso commissioner with the 

com- 
mission for the county and each 
commissioner have jurisdiction and 
supervision of the rjads in his 
district and let tho work out by con- 
tract or athcr wise as he may find 
to the best interest of tho county to 
secure good road?. Let the money 
collected by taxation bo equitably 
distributed in the district according 
to the roads to be kept up, also to 
allow the commissioners a reasonable 
compensation for their services to be 
regulated according to tho number 
of days he is actually employed in 
superintending the management ot 
the work or letting out the contracts 
I would also have the district com- 
missioner have control of all bridges 
in his district and keep them in re- 
pair. I am not a road worker, but 
would bo a tax payer under this 
system.

In answer to the within questions 
on roads, I will say I am not suf- 
ficiently informed as to tho wealth 
of the county, to give reliable in- 
formation. 1 would suggest that 
the citizens of the towns and the 
prosperous farmers, living on or 
near each road line, would do Well 
to organizing turnpike companies 
and turnpike every road, or at least 
those th.it are most public, in the 
county, anc collect foil to keep them 
in repair. My so doing the farmers 
and others could carry their products 
to market regularly and with less 
cost, Bad roads require more horse 
power, and the extra horse pow.er 
costs more money; and it is deciedly 
better for citizens and traders of the 
towns to get their supplies regularly 
and it would be batter for the rail- 
road companies. 

Road working ordinarily in Ken- 
tucky is almost a nuisance. 

If the officials of the county should 
continue the dirt road plan, it would 
be better to have the roads graded 
with rise or fall, where it is practi- 
ablc. of not more than five feet in 
one hundred feet in length; and roud 
bed should be at least thirty feet 
wide, and elevated in the center a- 
bout a foot above the sides and 
should de circular in form, with 
ditches on either fide. Box culverts 
should be built where there arc 
small drains, or where excess or wa- 
ter accumulates in the ditches. In- 
diana imposes a road tax I believe, 
on its citizens to keep the roads in 
order in their respective localities,

I think we had better work the 
roads by tax. The property in the 
county ought to help kot-p up the 
public roads. Let road supervisors 
bo solicited and make them respon- 
sible for the condition of tho roads, 
and pay them for the work.

Have 
one supervisor, let him give bond, 
then sublet each precinct, and allow 
each one the privilege of working 
out his tax. Pay the supervisor and 
make him come to time.

Under the present system of work- 
ing the roads, 1 think that thero can 
be a great improvement made in the 
roads if it is managed right. I 
would sugjest this. Let the county 
court furnish us proper tools to work 
with and the overseers work the 
roads in the summer season when 
they get through with their crops. 
When I say work them 1 do not 
mean to go over the road in a day 
or two but open the road wider plow 
its banks down and take a scraper 
and make the roads higher in the 
middle and ditch it on each side 
then when winter set in I think we 
will have better roads. But as it 
is we need not expect much better 
roads. We haven't any tools fit to 
take on a bad road even if we did 
have them we do not feel like wear- 
ing them out for the public. When 
the public is able to furnish a few 
anyhow. I think it is as necessary 
for some of the county's money to be 
used m furnishing tools to work the 
road with as it is for building 
bridges, for bridges arc not much 
benefit when cannot get to them for 
mud. So let the county help us 
some, aud then if we do not have 
better roads put it to us to the ex 
tent of the law.

Now as deop mud 
makes bad roads what we want is 
some system that will prevent mod. 
We have been working under the 
present systen for a long time and 
still we havo mud and bad mud. 
Now the question is, is it the fault 
of the system of road working or is 
it the want of skill in working the 
roads. If we hire our road worked 
and pay tor it by taxation there is 
but one way by which it will be 
done in the name, and that is by el- 
evating the road and ditching edges, 
paving or bridging the branches. 
Under our present system this can 
be done. It the precincts are too 
long so us to be burdensome, redis- 
trict them and make them reasona- 
ble and equal. Then perhaps the 
overseers would take a pride in 
working their roads and our roads 
would be nearer what we need.

I have deplored the condition ot 
our publio roads, and oar road ays* 
tern. Am anxious to see a change 
made in them some way. The plan 
that I think would work the most 
beneficial and perhaps the most sat- 
isfactory to all is by taxation. 

Let a capitation tax be levied on 
all male citizons 18 years old and 
upward to go sufficient to put the 
roads in good condition and kci 
them np. Elect a oounty supervisor 



whose duty shall be to let out the 
contract to the lowest bidder oach 
road precenct, by tho voting pre- 
cincts. Said precencts to be layed 
off and measured and numbered by 
three men, appointed by the court 
for that purpose. Make it the duty 
of the county auporvisor to advertise 
and let all the roads every six 
months taking a bond of the con- 
tractor, and visit all the roads in the 
county each month and see that 
they are keing kept in good order, 
and at the end of each six months 
pay off all the undertakers by cheek 
on the commissioners of the road 
fund.

I do think it practicable, consider- 
ing the wealth and condition of the 
county to improve the public roads, 
but 1 do not thiuk the present sys- 
tem of road working is by any means 
the best or will oyer lead to better 
roads than we now have, as it is the 
case all over the county more or 
less upon an average of one third to 
one half of the road hands that do 
not go on the road when warned, 
why then should we expect any bet- 
ter roads. I never have seen a first- 
class road in the county nor I dont 
expect to, so long as tho present 
system is carried out. 

Now I would suggest a plan, and 
the only plan of redemtion, accord- 
ing to my judgement, that would 
improve our public roads, and that 
is by taxation, as 1 have had some 

experience in paying road tax, and about 10 bouts work a da/ that 

perienced a great difference m wnire we get about five under 

condition of roads, and have seen 
the difference in tho valuation of 
land where roads are kept up by 
taxation. Our time is money, and 
I much rather pay 82.50 for the 
roads to be worked twelve months, 
than to lose ten or twelve days' work 
off my farm in the very busiest time 
ot the year to work the roads, and 
besides lose double that amount by 
having bad roads to travel, and be- 
sides, taxation brings every man up- 
on an uqual in keeping up roads.

We left Tucson for tho States on 
tho 31st ult, at 3:00 p m over the 
Southern Pacific railroad, arriving 
at El Paso, Texas at 6:00 a m the 
following day. This thriving young 
city contains a pcdulation of some 
10,000, and has a number of very fine 
buildings. As we had to remain here 
some hours I went to a hotel and 
got a bed, while Mrs. Russell and 
Georgie boarded the street cars and 
crossed the Rio Grande river to the 
city of Paso del Norte, in old Mexi- 
co, where Mrs, R. made some pur- 
chases of foreign goods, which she 
smuggled oyer the line and thus 
cheated the McKinley bill. At 
1:30 p m we boarded a train on the 
Texas and Pacific railroad lor a run 
of six hundred miles through the 
State of Texas to Fort Worth. The 
country for 200 miles east of El 
Paso is broken and mountainous, 
with small, rich valleys between the 
mountain ranges, which havo to be 
irrigated. About 100 miles out 
from El Paso our train cork-screwed 
to the top of a hig 1 mountain range 
and shot off into a level platean of 
prairie land, through which we 
rolled for 200 miles. This country 
is mostly arid, and though very fine 
land, needs irrigation. Arriving 
within somo 200 miles of Fort Worth 
we strike the rain belt, or land 
where a sufficiency of raintall oc- 
curs to make crops reasonably cer- 
tain. Along the line of railroad for 
the greater portion of this two hun- 
dred miles is the most beautiful 
farming country the eyes of men 
ever beheld— just rolling enough to 
drain itself, well watered, and with 
enough timber for all farm purposes. 
Large quantities of this land belong 
to the State of Texas, and I learn 
can be purchased at from fifty cents 
to two dollars per acre, according 
to location. And why any one wish- 
es to try the arid plains of Kansas 
when this rich and beautiful land 
lies so invitingly open to settlement 
is one of the unsolved mysteries of 
human cussedness. 

The towns in Texas along this 
line of road are in strong contrast to 
those in Kansas. The Texas towns 
all have a clear, bright, healthy and 
thriving appearance, whilo those 
of Kansas look old, dingy, dirty and 
dilapidated, with a few exceptions. 
On e cf the brightest snd most beau- 
tiful towns we passed through in 
Texas was the city of Weatherstord, 
which is situated on a gently sloping 
hillside, in the midst of a magnificent 
farming country, and as the sun 
flashed over the metal dome of its 
splendid court house it reminded me 
of a bright jewel sparkling amid an 
emerald setting. This is one of the 
most thriving young cities in the 
Lone Star State, and has a bright 
future before it. 

We reached Fort Worth at 6:300 
on the evening of the 2d inst., and in 
half an hour afterwards were speed- 
ing Northward for the Indian Na- 
tion over the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas road. We entered the bor- 
ders of the Indian Nation shortly 
after leaving Dennison, about 12 
o'clock at night, and took breakiast 
next morning at Muscogee, the cap- 
ital of the Greek Nation, where the 
railroad owns a fine hotel. We 
tiaveled some 200 miles through the 
Nation, from North to South. Be- 
fore entering the Indian Territory 
my boy Georgie was under the im- 
pression that we would see hundreds 
of indians lying around loose on the 
prairies; but during our entire ride 
through tho Territory we never saw 
any man, woman or child thac looked 
like an Indian. We saw hundreds 
of white men and a good many dar- 
kies, but nary red man. The great- 
er portion of the Territors is now ly- 
ing idle and it seems a pity that such 
fino land should be made worthless. 
I learn the country is very sickly, 
however, as the water is no good. 
We passed through Parsons, Kan- 
s, reaching Fort Scott about noon'/ 
where we boarded a train on the 
Fort Scott and Gulf road for Bar- 
ton county, Missouri, where I am 
now domiciled on the fine farm of 
George Sheets, Esq., whose wife is 
a younger sister of Mrs. Russell, 
and where we are enjoying ourselves 
splendidly after the desert plains and 
mangrel population ot Arisone. We 
propose to take a good rest here be- 
fore leaving for the sacred soil of 
eld Crittenden. 

This is one of the finest tanning 
countries in the State, and the land 
here is in the very highest state of 
cultivation. My brother-in-law, 
Mr. Sheets, is one of the best far- 
mers in this section, snd has a splen- 
did farm here, wbiehhe keeps in per 
teot condition. As I write this he 
is out in one ol his fields sowing flax 



seed, of which "he intends putting in 
somo twenty-two acres. A great 
deal of flax is sown in this section, 
and Mr. Sheets tells me there is 
money in it. Here it yieldn on an 
aver: go about 14 bushels of seed to 
the acre, and the seed End a ready 
sale at from ei.00 to 81.25 per bush- 
e 1 , while all kinds of stock eat the 
stalks atter the grain is thrashed, in 
preference to hay. Mr. Sheets also 
tells me that in 90 days from the 
time he puts his flax seed in the 

Sound he can have the money lor 
e crop in his pocket He says 
our Kentucky scif is the very kind 
for this crop, and as I now own two 
farms in old Crittenden I intend to 
give the flax crop a fair trial on one 
of them next yeai. They will beat 
four cent tobacco, any hew. 

I wish to say in conclusion that 
while we do not regret having tak- 
en the Western trip, both Mrs. Rus- 
sell, Georgie and myself will be glad 
tc get back once more to our old 
Kentucky home, aud I guess we 
will remain there permanently when 
we do get back.

Under the present Con- 
stitution the Legislature hss the 
power to make these exemptions, 
but under the new, the exemptions 
are named and the legislative power 
can go no further in the matter. 
This will saye the people money by 
miking corporations, bauks and 
other private money makingsohemes 
uay taxas as the ordinary individual 
Then taxation is limited to govern- 
mental purposes; there can be. if 
tho new instrument is adopted, no 
more railroad debts and like char- 
acter voted upon the people. Then 
the State re'ains the right to revoke 
characters of corporations, if they 
should come in conflict with the 
interests of the people. 

Our grana juries will be reduced 
to twelve men; this in ten years 
will pay the cost of the convention, 
and in no way whatever imp air our 
courts or retard justice. Local and 
private legislation is absolutely cut 
eft', and relegated to the courts and 
other powers of the county. Here 
will be an immense saving to the 
people. We will have not less that 
the terms of circuit courts each year; 
and I think four; giving speedier 
trials.

The three horse evener here illustrated 
waa contrived and has lxcn used for two 
■moons bv a Connecticut farmer who 
writes abont it as follows in The Bnral 
New Yorker:

The 
end holes are ?» inches apart nnd the 
other hole is 2} inches from one end (boo 
Fig. 4). The bar stands vertically, frith 
tho odgo to the front, in the center of 
the piece which fills tho place of the 
pole and bock of tho cros.-* bar to tho 
shafts, or poles, and is held by n Kit 
through the middle hole. A long ovenor 
attached to the top or short end of tho bar 
takes the draught of tlie outside horses, 
while a whiffletroe at the lower end, 
bar, takes that of the 
There is no possible chance 
for either horse to get any advantage. 
The whole thing is shown in the cut. It 
is simple, light and brings the team near 
the load.

Prairie Fanner suggests that at every 
comer or at the end of a post and wire 
fence there should be brace posts to pre- 
vent the drawing of posta sidewiae by 
the wire. Two methods of bracing the 
posts near tin - end of a line are illustrated, 
and sufficiently explain themselves.

The posts of a |R»t and wire fence, to 
turn cattle and horses, should be of wood 
of the ordinary size for rail or boar! 
feuce, and set in the ground thriy feet. 
The wire is preferablo galvanized, and 
the two strand superior to tin- single 
wire, since the contraction and expansion 
exert comparatively little strain ou the 

posts. As has I n suggested, at every 

comer aud at each end of the fence there 
should be brace posts to prevent the 
drawing sidowise of the posts.

Contradictory Effort* or Plaster Explained 

Through all times plaster has l».en re- 
garded by many as a direct and very 
valuable plant food, especially for clover. 
By others it has l>een regarded as of no 
ralue for the good reason that no visible 
effects followed its use. In tho light of 
more recent knowledge such contradict- 
ory phenomena are apparently well ex- 
plained, soys Bural New Yorker. Plas- 
ter sets the fixed or insoluble potash of 
the soil free— that is to say, the sulphu- 
ric acid of the plaster combines with the 
fixed potash of the soil, forming sulphate 
of potash which is soluble. So, too, it 
may act upon the carbonate of ammonia 
of the soil, which is volatile, fixing it us 
sulphate of ammonia, until, as such, it is 
used by tho growing crop or pusses 
through the soil in the draiuage water. 

In most coses, it is prolwble that the 
Hme of the gypsum has little, if any, 
effect in increasing the crop upon soils 
which ore already well supplied with 
lime, and yet it is often upon just such 
soils that gypsum shows at its best. In 
such soils there is littledoubt that potash , 
either in unleached ashes, muriate or 
sulphate of potash, would have a

The why and wherefore of coarse food 
for cattle is treated aa follows by The 

Republic: 

Animals do not always eat bulky food 
for its nutrition, but sometimes as a com- 
plete change from a sameness of diet, 
and because the bulky AMa distends the 
stomach and aids digestion. A variety 
of food of any kind will be preferred to 
one or two articles regularly given. Cat- 
tle and sheep that are daily allowed hay 
and groin, if permitted to have access to 
wheat straw or cornstalks will eat qnite 
a quantity of such materials, and if tho 
straw or corn fodder is cut up and ground 
groin added, even horses have been known 
to thrive well on such during the winter. 
Where a liberal supply of grain is al- 
lowed there is no risk incurred by feed- 
ing the coarse foods to any class of stock, 
and it is an advantage to do so in order 
to feed less hay when the season has not 
been favorable to grass and hay making.

At tho Illinois station results gained 
in experiments with wheat made it ap- 
pear that for central Illinois at least the 
application of commercial fertilisers on 
this crop ia not as a rule profitable. The 
fertiliser* containing phosphoric add 
generally produce the most effect, and 
potash least, and good stable manure 
waa equal to any fertiliser. Between 
one and two bushels per acre Is beet for 
seeding. Seed drilled in plowed ground 
did better than that In corn ground or 
soil pa-awed with disk barrow.

Rev. J. W. Bigham can perhaps 
draw a larger congregation than 
any other preacher that occasionally 
fills a pulpit in Marion, and his com- 
ing always calls out the non-church 
going olement, especially those who 
wero the companions of the preach- 
er in his earlier days, before he 
joined the church and entered upon 
a useful career as a minister. Va- 
rious arc the stories and anecdotes 
that are recounted on thje street 
corners and at tho loafing places 
concerning "Jim's" early pilgrim- 
age. In those days ha led some 
thing cf a wayfaring life, and too 
frequently was the victim of strong 
drink, but his firey oratory, quaint 
humor, quick rapartee and impul- 
sive, warm nature always kept him 
near to the hearts of the people, and 
when ho asked a favor of the public, 
he had a devoted following of all 
classes and either got what he want- 
ed or near enough to it to deaden 
the sting of defeat. These remarks 
have been written to give an oppor- 
tunity to relate a story that the 
writer, and perhaps many of our 
readers, never heard until it was re 
luted by a gentleman a few days 
ago, and its truthfulness is vouched 
for by many old citizens. Back in 
the sixties, Judge D. W. Carter and 
Judge N. R. Black, two as good 
men as Crittenden county ever hon- 
ored with office, were the respective 
nominees of the Democrat and Re- 
publican parties for county judge. 
Judgo Black was a fluent speaker 
and at home on the stump, while his 
opponent was in no wise giftod that 
way. Black took the stump and 
was gaining ground. The party 
managers held a consultation and 
decided that Black must be answer- 
ed on the stump. Bigham, then at 
a beardless age, was chosen to meet 
him. He went to one of Black's ap- 
pointments and asked for a division 
of time. This was refused, but the 
Judge said: "Jimmie, you can do 
your talking first, and when you get 
through 1 will speak."

naked Bigham. 

"No," said the Judge, "speak a. 
long as you can or want to." 

It was 1 o'clock P. M., when Jim- 
mie took the stand and faced a large 
crowd; when he finished the sun was 
playing hide and seek with the wee- 
tern hills, and all but four of the au- 
dience had gone home to "get up 
their night work." Ever after this 
there was a limit to Jimmie's time 
before the Judge would let him 
speak.

FAt'LTS IN nOAP MAKING. 

The line A, B, C represents the sur- 
faoe of a r.ixl sixteen feet wide an left 
by the supervisor. Tlie co.uter is twenty- 
two inches higher than the edge*. The 
hue A, D, C is only seven inches higher 
than the «!.:.■);, and is sufficient. This is 
the form of some of t lie beet gravel pikes 
in central Ohio. The perpendicular lines 
I . U and H. I show how vehicles are 
thrown out of balance by a very round- 
ing roadbed, uud how the weight is 
thrown on the lower wheels, straining 
them and cutting deep nits into the road- 



The device shown in the second cut 
was also originally drawn by Ohio 
Farmer. This machine enables one per- 
son to saw either small or large wood 
with the ease two can do it without it. 
There is no patent ou it. For the bed A 
get a 4x4 scant Hng 5 feet 0 inches long, 
with cross pieties 15, B 2 feet long, with 
pieces of oak boards 1 foot long nailed 
on the outside of each end for legs. 
Notches are made ill the upper side of 
each cross piece for the long bed pieces 
to rest in. The rest of the frame is 
made of strips of lumber ii incites wide 
by 1 inch thick. The two uprights at 
each end of the liod are 8 feet 6 inches 
long. Strip D, across the top, is 5 feet 6 
inches.

I am using a tripod— three legs fetaed 
at top on hinges bo that the legs can lie 
■proud out or drawn up at pleasure. A 
■tick high enough to bo of convenient 
height to suit the person using it i-< run 
op through tho opening where the three 
lei'u ar» MngM together, tho part above 
being rounded to about a half inch round 
pin to fit in a half inch hole bored in 
center of carpenters' level — not deep 
enough to reach the glass. Set this in- 
stniinent on a level place; bring it to a 
level; then take a light piece of plank, 
half an inch thick, two inches wide and 
about seven feet high: set this up at one 
end of your level, and mark a line on the 
staff of the exact height of level.

The object of having two swing bars 
and connecting them at the bottom is to 
obviate too much rooking of the saw.

Sebright Hantaan, 

Ban buns are in many cases the exact 
counterparts of the ordinary domestic 
breeds, carefully dwarfed and perfected 
by tho art of man. As high authority 
as Wright names them us "artificial 
fowls," and says "there is not the slight- 
est reason for supposing that any of the 
diminutive fowls known as bantams 
are descended from an origiual wild 
itock." Beale classes all bantams as 
ely "fancy" fowls, popular chiefly 
cause of their beauty. 
Tho Sebright* lead in the list of ban- 
tams, bting both hardy and handsome. 
Ihcy gained their name from an en- 
thusiastic fancier, Sir John Sebright, 
who developed this vuriety. Of tho two 
varieties, the silver and golden Sebright, 
the last named is generally considered 
the more difficult to breed. In the gold 
laced the ground color is a rich golden 
yellow; in the silver laced a silvtVy 
whit*.. In hoth cases the gronnd must 
be perfectly clear and unsullied, varied 
only by tho clear black lino around each 
feather, which constitutes the laciug. 
The combs should be a perfect rose color. 
The chief difficulty in breeding Sebright* 
lies in procuring feathers that are dis- 
tinctly laced. Pure bred bantams are 
valued as exhibition birds; they am be 
kej>t in places too restricted -for largo 
fowls, are very ornamental and make 
capital pets. In a word, they suit the 
fancier rather thuu tho farmer. 



A HOME MADK MM. 

It may be thought that this tripod 
will lie too difficult of construction. If 
so, make the common A level, spanning 
about one rod, and placing it on a level 
floor, put a two inch block under one 
foot and then fasten the cariienter's 
level on the cross piece by cutting down 
on tho elevated aide deep enough to 
make tho bubble stand in tho c-euter. 
In using this instmnieat always carry 
the end under which yon placed tha 
block up hill, sticking a pin at the foot 
every time it is brought to a level, as in- 
dicated by the instrument.

but not a material disTerence. Tho Widl r 
the furrow up U> the standard catting 
width of the plow the less Hi" fore re- 
quired to turn a square inch of toil. 
After passing this width the draught on 
a clover sward still very slightly con- 
tinues to decrease. Where the soil re- 
tains the essential physical conditions of 
the mfaooit was found that with greater 
depth there was an easier draught per 
square inch of soil turned.

Tna Color of Honey. 

There seems to bo a general prejudice 
against dark honey, and it never sella 
until all of the white honey is disposed 
of. Tho clear amber probably sells bet- 
ter than either one. Mark honey gath- 
ered from buckwheat is inferior in 
quality, but dark' chestnut honey is of 
tmiierior flavor. 'But appearances go a 
long way toward selling an article, and 
beekeepers should remember that good 
dark honey will not bring its fair price. 
In planting for bees it is just as well, 
then, to plant only sneh crops that pro- 
duce tho light or amber colored honey 
of commerce. Buckwheat may also be 
sown, but too much of this gives • de- 
cidedly dark color to the honey and an iu-

Dy a little yearly 
attention in removing supernumerary 
shoots as they start tho tree is gradually 
brought into the regular shape i:i bear- 
tag (represented after the leaves have 
fallen) shown by Fig. 1 in the second 
cut. Fig. 2 in the second cnt represents 
the tree of equal age and culture, but 
with no attention given it for forming a 
symmetrical head, distorted in shape. 
In a few more years the owner will find 
it neoossary to cut off with tho ax or saw 
some of the largo limbs which have 
grown out of limits or proportion, leav- 
ing largo wounds several inches in diam- 
eter, injuring the health aud vigor of 
the tree and endangering decay at tho 
mutilated points.

Some varieties naturally grow upright 
like the Early Strawberry und Northern 
Bpy. A more spreading form may be 
given them In pruning by cutting th" 
slioote juBtabovounontsidoWl. Others, 
like the Ilhode Ixbuid droening, have u 
more spreading growth, and to train tli,' 
young lives to a more upright shape, cut 
tlie »hoots immediately alxive tho iugidu 
uud. 

A cominon error in pruning is to thin 
out the central portion of tho head, leav- 
ing the outer purt dense in growth. 
This practice should Ihj reversed, and 
the outer part luiuned, to let in the 
sunlight on tho center. It uliould be re- 
membered that with young trees from the 
nursery, if pruned after tliey are set in 
the orchard, the work must be douo be- 
fore the buds swell or tho young leaves 
expand, or else a formidable injury will 
be doue them and their growth seriously 
checked, if they are not destroyed, by 
tfcwtarfed option.
